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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time ttie 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 . 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 

summarized as follows: 

1 Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3 Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4'. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



6. Claims 1- 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Maeda et al. 

In the Maeda et al system, information is recorded onto a record medium by use of pre-recorded 
information contained in the wobble track - signal of the record. This permits the information to be 
recorded in a CLV mode. 

The examiner interprets the ability of the above system to permit change over from any particular 
mode of recording to that of a CLV mode by using such a pre-recorded information signal. 
If applicant can convince the examiner that the Maeda et al system DOES NOT inherent provide for a 
change over recording mode from that of a CAV to the civ mode, then the examiner would rely upon 
Tomita et al under 103 considerations relying upon Tomita et al for teaching the ability of having either 
CAV or CLV recorded modes found on a singular disc. 

The remaining cited prior art illustrate various motor control systems using reproduced control 

signals from the wobble track.
